Frankfort Ky., May 20.— The 
judgments of the Marion circuit 
court in two cases of the L. & N. 
Railroad company against the corn- 
wealth (the long and short-haul 
:s) were affirmed by the court ot 
appeals this morning in the opinion 
ielivered by Judge Hobson. 

The company was indicted in the 
Marion circuit court for violation of 
Section 218 of the new constitution, 
which prohibits common carriers 
from charging any greater compeu- 
ion in the aggregate for the trans- 
portation of passengers or freight, 
under similar circumstances and 
conditions, for a shorter than for a 
longer distance over the same line 
the same direction. Upon trial 
of the case in the lower court the 
company was fined ?300 in one case 
and $350 in the other. 

This is the second time the case 
has beenbeforethe court of appeals, 
and the second time the law has 
been upheld by this body. When 
passed upon before Judge Joseph 
Lewis was on the bench, and the 
appeal this time was practically an 
appeal to Judge Hobson, who suc- 
ceeded Lew is on the bench, to re- 
verse the former opinion of the court.

resu',a. In most cases the crops to 
which it has been applied have 
been injured rather than benefitted, 
it seems to be so strong as to burn 
the roots of all plants coming in 
contact with it. Last year he used 
it on potatoes, but did not dare to 
gut it in the hill; he spread it on 
the surface along the rows after 
the crop was nearly grown, leaving 
it without cultivating it in. It did 
not injure the crop nor did it seem 
to do it any good. He is now 
tempted to abandon its use as 
fertilizer, which would be a foolish 
thing to do. 

Poultry manure is one of the most 
v aluable by-products of the farm. 
It it more concentrated than most 
farm manure, for it is usually made 
from richer material, and contains 
both the solid and liquid parts.

I find the safest as well as the 
mo^|{, economical method is to 
spread it broadcast, and cultivate 
it into the soil with a cultivator 
running from three to five inchi 
deep. Nor is there danger of cu 
tivating the ground too much. The 
more thoroughly the 
mingled with the soil the better, 
^prfld if the work is done at 
S a few days it will be better still, 
a^Hhe hard lumps, if any there be, 
will have time to soften so they will 
get pulverized and spread about in 
j ±l\v soil. 

, Unless one realizes the strength 

of poultry manure as compared to 
other kinds, one is likely to apply it 
too plentifully, even broadcast. A 
cartload should cover considerably 
more surface than the same bulk of 
most other kinds of farm manure. 
As it is especially rich in nitrogen, 
it would pay well to spread it in 
connection with poorer manure if 
one has it. To use it as a topdress- 
ing for grass is not often recom- 
mended, but 1 once used some that 
way with tbe best results. It 
changed a thick sod to a thin oue, 
.and lasted much longer than 1 ex- 
pected. It is not exhausted in a 
single seasou. 

The manure from a poultry yard 
ought to be made to produce all the
